Field Club 


Long Campaign 


For U. S. Assistance 


Is Successful 


Two telegrams Monday brought 
news of the successful culmina­ 
tion of a campaign waged since 
last spring, directed by John R. 
E. Chaffey, chairman of the Rec­ 
reation Commission, to obtain 
federal aid for the Field Club 
here, now used almost exclusively 
for soldier recreation. 
The messages were from Sen. 
Sheridan A. Downey and Con­ 
gressman John Phillips and in­ 
formed Mr. Chaffey that the 
Federal Works Agency had ap­ 
proved a grant of $6867 for oper­ 
ation of the Field club. The funds 
are now available. 
STARTED LAST YEAR 
The campaign to obtain federal 
aid for the Field Club was launch­ 
ed last December when Mr. Chaf­ 
fey reported on conditions and de­ 
clared that 80 per cent of the ac­ 
tivities there at that time were 
devoted to military recreation. He 
also told council that approxi­ 
mately 200 men from desert posts 
were staying there weekends. 
Council authorizes an applica­ 
tion for federal aid for building 
and maintenance and the follow­ 
ing week representatives of the 
Federal Security agency and the 
FWA were here to inspect the 
site. 
ANOTHER PENDING 
Action of the FWA this week 
culminated the campaign for 
maintenance and operation costs. 
The application for aid in con­ 
struction of needed sanitary facil­ 
ities, showers, equipment and to 
provide sleeping accomodations 
for troops from the desert on 
leave, is still pending and action 
is expected on this soon. 
Following receipt of the word 
from Senator Downey and Con­ 
gressman Phillips, messages of ap­ 
preciation for their work in fur­ 
thering the project were dis­ 
patched by Mayor F. V. Shannon 
on behalf of the city. 


Continuous Watch 
Ends Tomorrow at 
Observation Post 
Tomorrow evening at 6 p. m. 
will come the first break in the 
continuous watch maintained at 
the Palm Springs Observation 
post in almost two years. 
For the first time since Dec. 
7, 1941, the post will be unoccu­ 
pied.The change over from constant 
vigil to an alert state is sched­ 
uled for 1800 army time, Oct. 16. 
That’s 6 p. m. tomorrow night. 
While the post will not be 
manned on a 24-hour basis after 
tomorrow it does not mean that 
vigilance is being relaxed entire­ 
ly, said Dolly Evitts .chief ob­ 
server here. A staff of aircraft 
watchers will be maintained with 
sufficient alternates, to man the 
post at the first sign of danger, 
she said. 
Culver Nichols, area supervisor, 
and W. R. Hillery, chaif observer 
for the Cathedral City post, at­ 
tended a meeting of area sup­ 
ervisors and chief observers last 
week at Hemet when the new 
communication system devised to 
alert observation posts was ex­ 
plained. 
These alerts are not the same 
as air raid warnings or blackout 
warnings to the civilian defense 
as the two organiaztions function 
separately and one may be alert­ 
ed while the other is not. 
Under the plan the Hemet 
headquarters of the ground ob­ 
servation corps, will be put on a 
24-hour basis to receive alerts.

New Plan to Aid 
H. S. Gridders Is 
In Effect Today 


Did you ever w onder w hat 
C. I. F. A. P. F. stands for? To a 
football player it m eans a lot, for 
it stands for help to pay doctor 
bills if he is injured in playing 
football. 
T hirty-three boys are covered 
by the C. I. F. A. P. F. which 
m eans they are protected by the 
California Interscolastic Federa­ 
tion 
A thletic 
Protection Fund. 
There you have it. It is insurance 
covered by the school to protect 
athletes against unexpected doc­ 
tor bills. 
The school gives each student a 
physical exam ination before he is 
allowed to play football, and his 
parents m ust sign a card saying 
that they approve of his playing, 
before he m ay participate in this 
sport. 
The school district pays an an ­ 
nual prem ium of $1.50 for each 
football player, w hich gives him 
benefits in accord w ith a pub­ 
lished schedule in case of injury. 
Only one student, A rth u r Jones, 
has had a claim filed thus far this 
year.
